Washington, May 20.—President WU 
son’s message to tile not Ii congress, 
read, after It had ii eon cabled from 
Paris by the nation’s chief executive 
was as follows: 
I deeply regret my inability to be 
present at the opening of I he extraor­ 
dinary session of congress. 
It still 
seems to be my duty to take part In 
the councils of the peace conference 
and contribute what I can to tile solu­ 
tion of the innumerable questions of 
whose settlement It has had to address 
itself; for they are questions which af­ 
fect the pence of the whole world, and 
from 
them 
therefore, 
the 
United 
States cannot stand apart. 
I deemed 
it my duty lo call the congress togeth­ 
er at this time, because it wan not 
wise to postpone longer the provisions 
which must be made for the support 
of the government, 
Many of the appropriations which 
are absolutely necessary for the main­ 
tenance of the government and the 
fulfillment of its varied obligations for 
the fiscal year 1919-1920 have not yet 
been made; the end of the present fis­ 
cal year is at hand, and action upon 
these appropriations no longer ran lie 
prudently delayed. 
It is necessary, 
therefore, that I should immediately 
call your attention to this critical need. 
It is hardly necessary for me to ufee 
that It may receive your prompt atten­ 
tion 
I shall take the liberty of addressing 
you on my return 
on 
the 
subjects 
which have most engrossed our allen* 
lion arni the attention of th** world dur­ 
ing these last anxious months, since 
the armistice of Inst November was 
signed, the international settlements 
which must form the subject matter of 
the present treaties of peace and of 
our national action in Hie Immediate 
future. 
It would he premature to discuss 
them or to express a judgment about 
them before they are brought to their 
formulation by the agrom 
now being sought at 
the table of the conference. 
I shall 
hope to lay them before you iii their 
many aspects so soon as arrangements 
have (mum reached. 
“Out of Touch st Home.” 
I hesitate to venture any opinion or 
press any recommendation with regard 
to domestic legislation while absent 
from (he Flitted Slates and out of daily 
touch with intimate sources of In for­ 
mat lot! and counsel. 
I am conscious 
that I need, after so long an absence 
from Washington, to seek the advice 
of those wlio have remained in con­ 
stant contact wit Ii domestic problems 
nnd who have known them close at 
hand from day to day; and I trust that 
it very soon wilt lie possible for me 
to do HO.

prohibition act—so far as it applies j 
to wine and beer only;

definitely that the railway systems and I 
telephone and telegraph lines should t

ownership; 
urged revision of war taxes, particu­ 
larly to abolish the manufacturers and 
retail sules excises; and outlined gen­ 
erally a program respecting labor. 
These were the “ high spots'' of the 
president’s message cabled from Paris. 
A s k s Suffrage Adoption. 
Besides that, he again urged enact­ 
ment of the woman suffrage constitu­ 
tional amendment; recommended that 
the tariff laws be supplied with teeth 
to protect American industry against 
foreign attack; spoke for legislation

backed Secretary F. K. Lane’s program 
for land for returning soldiers. 
Of the Paris peace conference and 
lh** League of Nations, the president 
merely said it would be premature to 
discuss them or express a Judgment.
